Montreal, Que.. June 6. — A brilliant assemblage 
turned out at Blue Bonnets this afternoon. The 
crowd was tin* largest that ever visited the course. 
It was the closing day of the spring meeting of 
the Montreal Jockey Club ami a splendid program 
was provided for the occasion. Besides the Wind- 
sor Hotel Cup, a dash of oue mile and an eighth, 
there was provided as an additional feature the 
Prince of Wales Steeplechase over the long course. 
To eaeii of these stakes the club added $1,500. 
There was also a seven-furlong handicap iu which 
a fast lot of sprinters went to the post. 

The performance of Amos Turney’s great three- 
year-old, Waterbass, in tin* Windsor Hotel Cup. 
in which he conceded weight to everything in the 
race, made all of his own pace and ran the mile aud 
an eighth in the remarkably fast time of 1:52, 
stamped him as a formidable factor iu tin* $2 <).(mni 
D erby to t*c run at Dorval next week. Waterbass 
was ridden by A Smytli. assumed early command in 
the run to the turn and rating along at a fast 
pace tlie remainder of the trip, was never in serious 
danger of defeat. The Whitney entry. Nightstick, 
was used up iu following the leader, as was Kinglv 
ami the latter two quit almost to a walk iu tlie 
final furlong. The time marked a new track recur* 1 

l<*r the distance ami the victory of the colt meant 
that a handsome silver trophy Iteeauie the property 
el Mr. Turney, his colt Horrou having won tli * stake 
last spring. Dorothy Dean, an added starter, was 
second and Barncgat third.
